Mail delivery cutback would 
be resented, Congressmen say 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
cutback in mail delivery to 
three days a week would be 
deeply resented by the Ameri­ 
can people, some members of 
Congress say. 
Senior Assistant Postmaster 
Gen. J. T. Ellington said in an 
interview that three-day deliv­ 
ery was “one o f the options” 
being considered by the agency 
in its campaign to cut costs. He 
said elimination of one delivery 
day per week was “our most 
immediate option.” 
But Chairman Charles Wilson 


of the House postal facilities 
subcommittee said of the three- 
day-per-week 
delivery 
idea: 
“It’s ridiculous even to consid­ 
er anything like that. It’s stu­ 
pid.” 
Wilson, D-Calif., said Friday, 
“This is going to stir up the 
American 
people 
considera­ 
bly.” 
Another member of the sub­ 
committee, Rep. Paul Simon, 
D-Ill., said, “This is another 
step in the wrong direction. The 
Postal Service is making the 
same mistake that the rail­ 


roads did. If they cut back 
service, they are just going to 
increase their deficits.” 
Sen. Gale McGee, D-Wyo., 
chairman of the Senate Post 
Office 
Committee, 
said, 
“I 
don’t expect three-day service 
unless others outside the Postal 


Service tail to live up to their 
responsibilities. I’m speaking 
about Congress and the Presi­ 
dent.” 
McGee is the sponsor of a bill 
to double the Postal Service’s 
congressional subsidy for the 
next three years. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Internal Revenue Service, seek­ 
ing to rein in “overzeaious" tax 
collectors, says it will be quick­ 
er to listen and slower to act in 
dealing with citizens whose 
taxes are overdue. 
An IRS official said Friday 
the IRS is modifying its atti­ 
tudes and procedures. For in­ 
stance, agents are now being 
told “taxpayers are not to be 
prejudged as evaders” since 
special 
circumstances 
may 
have caused their tax delin­ 
quency. 
When the IRS feels it is 
forced to act, a special “man­ 
agement review” by the IRS 
will be required before ct seizes 
a personal residence and before 
it imposes levies against a 
worker’s salary. 
Thomas Davis, director of the 
IRS’ Collection Division, also 
said the agency is “receptive to 
proposals” to exempt a portion 
of wages for living purposes 
when a levy is placed against 
wages to collect overdue taxes. 
The IRS said that during fis­ 
cal year 1975, it carried out 19,- 
864 seizures of property and 
660,639 levies of cash in its col­ 
lection program. 
Seizures only rarely apply to 
homes, a spokesman said, add­ 
ing that the more likely objects 
are automobiles, business hold­ 
ings or other non-residential 
property. Levies can be filed 
with 
anyone 
having 
money 
owed to the taxpayer, such as 
an employer, bank or trustee. 
Davis said the agency is con 
sidering giving short-term ex­ 
tensions for payment to first­ 
time delinquent income tax­ 
payers "solely on the strength 
of their request.” 
Legislation to increase the 


dollar exemption for both per­ 
sonal and business properties 
subject to seizure may be con­ 
sidered, too, he said. 
The changes were outlined in 
an article written for the Tax 
Adviser, a publication of the 
American Institute of Certified

amendments One petition sets 
legislator salaries at the current 
rate of $8.400 per year, plus the 
current $25 in expenses when the 
legislature is in session. Mileage 
also is limited and set at the 
same rate paid to state em­ 
ployes as provided by law. The 
effect of the amendment is that 
in the future legislators must get 
the approval of the voters in 
order to secure hikes in their 
compensation. Legislators could 
do this by using their power to 
place a constitutional amend­ 
ment 
changing 
their 
com­ 
pensation on the state election 
ballot. 
The second initiative petition 
would prohibit state legislators 
from building up any more state 
financed pension benefits for 
their part time job in Jefferson 
City.

Their 
current pension plan, using a 
separate formula, already 
provides much higher benefits 
than full time regular state 
employes earning the same 
annual salary," Robinson said. 
He added that legislators have

themselves 
eligible for a state pension after 
serving only six years. 
Part time legislators now 
receive about $100 a day if their 
compensation is figured for the 
time 
spent 
in 
session. 
Legislators also receive plush 
state 
pensions, 
mileage, 
postage, secretarial hire, office 
expenses 
and 
other 
fringe 
benefits. Most legislators have 
other jobs or own businesses. 
Many also have private pensions 
and Social Security benefits.

Peking Plea to U.S.: 
Keep Troops in Korea 
with Les Whitten 
WASHINGTON- 
Mainland 
China, the most doctrinaire of 
all communist countries, has 
been sending the United States 
strong signals that it wants 
those "imperialist” U S troops 
to remain in South Korea. 
There has been no miraculous 
change in old Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung's devotion to world 
revolution. Rather, the Chinese 
are more apprehensive about a 
Soviet 
build-up 
than 
the 
American presence in Korea 
The Chinese view, as it has 
emerged 
from 
private 
discussions, is that the 43,000 
U.S. troops should detar North 
Korea’s recklessly ambitious 
Kim Il-sung from attacking 
South Korea 
If the United States should 
withdraw its troops, on the other 
hand, Kim might be tempted to 
try unifying Korea by force. 
This would give the Soviets an 
excuse to move heavily into 
Korea. 
More than a million Soviet 
soldiers already line the 4,150- 
mile border between Russia and 
China. A Soviet move into Korea 
would tighten the vise. 
The Korean peninsula is also a 
dagger pointing at the heart of 
Japan. A communist takeover in 
Korea, therefore, could upset 
the stability in Asia and push 
Japan into rearming. 
In the Chinese view, it would 
be far better to have a few 
thousand GIs in South Korea. 
The first’ clear signals from 
China were picked up by Sen. 
Charles Percy, R.-Ill., during a 
visit to Peking last August. 
Recalling his talks with Chinese 
Foreign 
Minister 
Chiao 
Kuanhua, Percy told us: "On 
the surface, he was for a unified 
Korea.” 
But the Chinese lej Percy and 
his colleagues know subtly that 
they "had no real objection" to 
the U.S. military presence in 
South Korea. “In broad terms, 


they do not object to U S. forces 
in places where the Russians 
would move in,” Percy ex­ 
plained 
A nother c o n g re ssio n a l 
delegation, led by Rep. John 
Anderson, R.-lll., came back 
with 
a similar feeling. 
An 
"abrupt 
withdrawal” 
from 
South Korea, Anderson told us, 
"would 
worry 
the Chinese 
tremendously.” 
The most recent congressional 
visitors to China, led by Rep. 
Margaret Heckler, R.-Mass., 
and Patsy Mink, D.-Hawaii, held 
long talks with top Chinese 
leaders in January. 
Ms. 
Mink put the South 
Korean question bluntly to the 
Chinese who, at first, replied 
with 
the usual polemic on 
"im perialism " 
and 
"in ­ 
tervention.” But the line quietly 
switched as the conversation 
progressed. 
According to two people who 
were present, the Chinese made 
clear they didn’t want the 
United States to pull out of South 
Korea abruptly. Ms. Heckler, 
who was also present, felt the 
Chinese hints were much more 
veiled than this. 
Meanwhile, members of the 
Chinese 
delegation 
in 
Washington have let U.S. 
policymakers know informally 
that they want the United States 
to stay in Korea. One U.S. of­ 
ficial told us a Chinese diplomat 
informed him explicitly that 
China “is not concerned with the 
U.S. troops.” 
“They have no objection at 
all,” the official told us. “In fact, 
they even said we ought to ex­ 
pand our naval base at Diego 
Garcia." This is an Indian 
Ocean base, which the United 
States is building to counter 
Soviet naval expansion into 
these waters.

last fall in the United Nations. A 
few weeks after the private 
assurance to the Percy group

Alyeska officials told us the 
system was deleted because it is 
no longer necessary. They have 
a better system which has no 
need for automatic controls, 
they said. 
But 
Ray Smith, an en­ 
vironmental 
engineer 
who 
helped the Interior Department 
review the original plans, feels 
the deletion could mean massive 
oil spills in case of a break in the 
pipeline. In his opinion, Alyeska 
is guilty of a gross violation of 
the public trust. 
The consortium, upon lear­ 
ning that Smith had passed 
some of the revised pipeline 
plans to us, threatened to take 
him to court for "harassment" 
and then offered to buy his 
copies of the plans from him. 
Footnote: 
Interior officials 
insist the changes in the pipeline 
plans don’t violate any of the 
environmental

Welfare for Strikers? 
See Need for National 
Probe of Huge U.S. 
Cash Payouts--Food 
Stamps, etc. 
WASHINGTON- 
Rarely 
since the sacking of Carthage 
have so many citizens paid so 
many tens of billions of dollars 
to support so many of their 
fellow citizenry who for some 
reason 
aren’t 
working- 
sometimes legal strikes, or 
tragic 
recession layoffs, or 
ofttimes, it's got to be said, 
because of self-indulgent self­ 
disemployment supported by 
jobless insurance. 
Well, I’m told that a score of 
state unemployment insurance 
funds are just about broke. 
Others are already heavily in 
debt to the federal government. 
And that “right after election,” 
unemployment insurance will be 
slashed. 
This means that as usual the 
greedy will have sucked up what 
was meant for the needy. But 
there's no way of knowing how 
much has been mulcted from the 
jobless insurance funds because 
there’s virtually no inspection 
system. 
The politicos don't 
insult anyone by questioning 
their right to a free ride 
Now as is its right, the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce is 
demanding in the Supreme 
Court that there be a fixed policy 
on the payment of welfare relief 
and food stamps to strikers as 
well as unemployment in­ 
surance There are such suits all 
over the nation. The Chamber 
states that the welfare system of 
Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children Program for Unem­ 
ployed Fathers shouldn’t be 
used to aid one side in a 
collective bargaining battle. 
There is no national policy on 
the payments of benefits in cash, 
goods and food stamps to 
strikers. Each state makes its 
own decision. Thus the policy is 
what you’d expect in heavily 
unionized regions. Officially, 
national labor leaders have 
denounced the Chamber and 
other management groups for 
even questioning the right of 
those voluntarily off a job to 
welfare, 
food 
and 
unem­ 
ployment insurance. But when it 
gets to “backgrounders" it’s 
sometimes quite different. 
There’s no doubt of the concern 
over the cockiness of today’s 
unions' ever younger rank and 
file. Neither in the private nor 
public sector. If labor chiefs 
can’t deliver, the howl is for 
strike. I know of those who’ve 
cried, “If the employer can’t 
afford it, let him go out of 
business.” 
Well, the high court will 
decide that question on benefits 
for strikers when it moves on the 
Chamber’s recent petition to set 
aside a federal court ruling that 
Maryland must pay those on the 
bricks. 
But what of the overall control 
and supervision of welfare and 
food stamps-the latter now a 
$5.6 billion a year payout? The 
entire Agriculture Depart­ 
ment's office of investigation 
has some SO probers, they say. 
At first I was told they had 800, 
well, probably 350. Then when I 


rechecked, a surly public 
relations chap, angry that I had 
first gone to a high department 
official-or that my call came in 
so close to car-pool going-home 
time-shaved the figure. 
No, he didn’t know exactly 
how many agents, or how many 
projects Agriculture Depart­ 
ment programs they inspected 
Yes, 
they did cover grain 
shipments (one of the rottenest 
ripoffs) and food stamps. And 
could he call me the next day, he 
asked. 
Well, I checked New York. 
Virtually no supervision in the 
big city though some $200 
million in food stamps are paid 
out annually. 
But that’s not as bad as the 
Health, Education and Welfare 
Department which has some 20, 
perhaps now 25 in its office of 
investigation 
to cover $118 
billion 
in 
payouts. 
Not 
to 
mention that HEW handles 
about a third of the nation’s 
budget-the latter now racing 
towards half a trillion dollars a 
year. 
Now, 
it’s not generally 
realized that when we report on 
welfare payments, these include 
Medicaid. In New York state, 
for example, the latter payouts 
come to fully half the $6 bUlion- 
a-year 
welfare 
expenditure. 
Thus Medicaid in the so-called 
Empire State rolls up to $3 
billion a year. 
If 
that's 
not 
sufficiently 
awesome, heed this: New York 
state 
commissioner, 
depart­ 
ment of social services, Stephen 
Berger has said the “Medicaid 
is completely out of control." 
And he’s talking about $3 billion. 
Much of the alleged eligibles are 
hooked into the food stamp 
program. 
Meanwhile, 
back in the 
abacus-minded 
HEW 
of­ 
ficialdom, they’re actually 
acknowledging that at least one 
billion dollars annually is being 
stolen or overpaid each year "in 
Welfare.” 
But 
hammering 
at 
the 
Agriculture Department makes 
little dent. Sure, they’ve moved 
on some "vendors" who didn’t 
come up swiftly enough with 
some $10 million in cash which 
they got from the food stamp 
purchasers for the coupons. 
But confidential reports from 
several states, some of which I 
visited recently, reveal there is 
virtually no control either of 
administration or the eligibility 
of stamp users. Racketeering is 
rife in 
the "impoverished’’ 
scholar-strata. In some areas, 
"communes" have been created 
and "needy” families as well. 
Now the Congress is debating 
food stamp reform. Slowing this 
all the way is the man who won 
the greatest no-confidence vote 
"in American political history, 
Sen. George McGovern He’s a 
great one for congressional 
committees probing his op­ 
ponents. 
Time now for someone to call 
for a joint congressional select 
committee to investigate the 
whole astronomical cash payout 
cost to the working citizens. How 
are we being ripped off? Are the 
needy being shaken down by the 
greedy?

She has also provided 
counseling on alcohol and drug 
problems, marital upsets, and 
general counseling for the entire 
families. 
As the year progressed, Mrs. 
Ferrell received referrals from 
the suicide and crisis line in 
Cape Girardeau and “more and 
more referrals” from local 
physicians. 
During 1975, a traveling clinic 
from Farmington State Hospital 
began visiting Sikeston on the 
first Tuesday of each month. 
The clinic is held at the First 
Christian Church and contains a 
staff of four psychiatrists, two to 
three social workers and a 


nurse. Mrs. Ferrell noted that 
the staff of the clinic sees bet­ 
ween 90 and 100 people each 
month, indicating that the need 
for such a service is present and 
continues. 
In addition to ho* counseling 
services, Mrs. Ferrell also 
works with the University of 
Missouri Extension program 
planning to meet mental health 
needs for the area and with local 
civic clubs. In 1975 she also 


provided programs for 
tow 
income mothers through the 
Child Development Center. 
In reviewing the past year, 
Mrs. Ferrell said it has been a 
“super satisfying” year. She 
added that her goals for the past 
year had been to gain enough 
exposure that people would 
know not only that such mental 
health services were needed but 
that they did exist, to bring the 
traveling clinic to the area, and 


to aid in the development of a 
counseling center. She noted 
that all these goals have been 
achieved with assistance from 
local residents. 
Her goal fa* 1976 is to see as 
many people as she can that 
need her services.

Capps said the county revised its 
assemmeots hi an attempt to 
moot State Tax Commission 
requirements. 
A 
total 
assmsment of 141,131,MB had 
been submitted originally to tbo 
Mate, but the tax oommlaakm 
ordered that figure Increased by 
.08 per cent to 91,193,129. 
The county attempted to 
divide the increase fairly and 
proportionally, based on the 
same ratios as 1974. Townships 
having the most added to their 
assessments were Richland, 
Pike, New Lisbon, ERi and 
farmlands in Duck Crack 
township. 
Of course, Stoddard County 
wasn’t the only county in SE 
Missouri ordered to increase Its 
assessments by the state 
commission. Increasm ordered 
for other SeMo counties ranged 
from under three per cent to 
almost 13 per cent. 
Another state law required 
county government units-from 
townships to school districts-to 
lower the tax rates propor­ 
tionate to the increase in 
assessments. Capps pointed out 
that all school districts end most 
of the cities reduced their rates 
to comply with the law. 
Other SeMo counties have 
been involved in countywide 
planning and zoning, but 
Stoddard County in 1975 con­ 
tinued to resist the move. 
Harold Snider, associate 
judge of the court, seemed to 
state the position of the court 
when he said, “It’s kind of my 
feeling that if I have a little 
piece of land it’s mine to do with 
what I wish as long as I don’t 
bother aqybody rise.” 
In October the court asked the 
Mississippi River Commission 
for help on a problem on the 
Castor River, asking that the 
channel be cleared, widened end 
that some straightenting be 
done.

BENTON- 
The State Tax 
Commission, issued a directive 
in January 1975 that was to be 
the subject of much debate and 
controversy,

increase of 11 per cent in 
valuation of all real estate. 
Leading in the fight against 
the increase statewide was Scott 
County assessor Bill Ferrell 
along with the Assessor's 
Association. 
The controversy was sparked 
when the law required all 
property to be assessed at 33 and 
one third per cent of its value, 
before the new law, a 30 per cent 
assessment was used. 
According to Ferrell, the Tax 
Commission was to have each 
assessor raise the valuation 11 
per cent above the average 
normal growth for the previous 
five years. 
"In our county”, said Ferrell, 
"we have had an unusual in­ 
crease in construction over the 
prior five years, which would 
make our average largor than 
other counties comparable to 
our size that have not had as 
much growth in the five year 
period.” 
In May members of the 
Missouri Tax Commission, were 
in Scott County to inform county 
officials of the procedures to be 
used in enforcing the 11 per cent 
increase. Ferrell, at that time 
told the officials that using the 
commission ratio of 30 per cent 
of 1974 as a basis, the Scott 
County 
ratio 
automatically 
increased 
last 
year 
as 
valuations 
went 
down. 
Therefore, he told them he 
believed there was no need for 
Scott County to raise their 
valuation and that his office 
would not increase the valuation 
for 1975. 
Valuations were not raised 
until the Scott County Court was 
forced by an order from the 
State Tax Commission to raise 
the valuations by a five per cent 
blanket increase. 
Ferrell stated that he was glad 
that his resistance to the Tax 
Commission resulted in a six per 
cent savings in the overall in­ 
crease, but was sorry that a 
blanket increase, which was an 
increase in all property, was 
required.

Magistrate reports record 


BLOOMFIELD-Stoddard 
County 
Magistrate 
Judge 
Jimmie Trammell baa been 
sitting on the bench for a little 
over a year now, and seems 
proud of his record. 
He pointed out recently that 55 
per cent more cases were 
handled by the court during 1979 
than in 1974, that 700 more cases 
had been filed than in the 
previous year, and that there 
was a larger percentage of 
dispositions. 
In 1974 the court handled 1,211 
cases and in 1975 it handled 
1,889, he said. 


Judge Trammell credits not 
having a backlog of cases like 
many other courts do, to a 
number of reasons. “We permit 
mailing in of routine traffic 
violations," he noted. He added 
that it has always been allowed, 
but that he prepared a pad of 
instructions for each trooper to 
give to a violator along with the 
ticket. 
The sheet of instructions tells 


how the violator can stay out of 
court. "It help« keep a lot of 
people from losing a day of work 
for what would be a small fine 
anyway," he said. 
Trammell also gives credit to 
Prosecuting Attorney Philip 
Ayers, who took office Jan. l 
along with Trammell. “He’s 
doing a good job," Trammell 
said. 
Another 
policy 
change 
initiated in the past year was 
allowing persons failing to 
appear 
on 
minor 
traffic 
violations to mail in the fine 
before a warrant is issued for 
their arrest. 
Previously, 
a 
warrant waa issued as soon as 
the defendant failed to appear. 
"We've 
received 
a 
good 
response from the letters," 
Trammell said 
Unlike many other courts, 
“we can get a preliminary 
hearing with two weeks if 
necessary," be said, adding that 
most continuances are granted 
at the request of defense at­ 


torneys. 
"A lot of magistrate courts 
don’t 
have 
supervised 
probation," 
Trammell 
con­ 
tinued, "we are lucky in that we 
have very good supenrision." In 
this program paid professionals 
make reports to the court on 
progress made by individuals. If 
it is found they have committed 
an illegal act, probation it 
revoked and the violator is sent 
to jail 
He obMrved that during the 
first part of 1979 there was an 
increase in burglaries, but that 
it lessened toward the last of the 
year. 
As for punishment, Trammell 
said that on serious matters he 
usually asks the prosecuting 
attorney for a recommednation 
and follows it. 
He uid that on non-stealing 
offenses, such as possession of 
less than 39 grams of marijuana, 
the violator is usually placed on 
supervised probation, but that 
nearly all cases involving theft 
result in jail sentences.

facility," 
Yewell 
Lawrence, 
president of the company, ex­ 
plained recently. This expansion 
gave the company an additional 
165,000 bushels of storage. A 
total 590,000 bushels canow be 
stored by the company. 
In the coming year, die 
company plans to expand the 
storage capacity by anottwr one- 
third. The ground is already 
being cleared for that addition. 
Installation of a new rail spur 
is currently under way at the 
plant. This will provide two and 
one-half times more space for 
trains to unload. 
The company is also in the 
process of increasing the grain 
(hying capacity by 75 per cent 
Reason for the expansion, is 
the increased production of 
grain in the area, according to 
Lawrence. 
"It’s astounding how farmers 
can increase their yields," he 
said. He attributed the growth to 
better fanning techniques, such 
as irrigation. 
Monarch is also in the process 
of adding a completely new area 
of production - TEXTURED 
FEED. When completed, the 
addition will enable the com­ 
pany to use “flaked grains" to 
manufacture beef, dairy and 
horse feeds. 
Outside his office, Lawrence 
pointed out the building which 
will house the new machinery It 
had b een used to hold bins, b^ 
said, but they were removed to 
make way for the machinery. 
The new addition will be right 
next to the grain storage area. 


Lawrence said the grain flakes 
will be mixed with pellets and 
then mixed with molasses to 
make feed.

textured feed can 
increase performance results 
for livestock about 15 per cent, 
Lawrence said.

When the expansion program

for

unemployed as a result of an

in

which 
results from a tariff concession, 
D isaster 
Unem ploym ent 
Assistance for people who are 
unemployed as a result of a 
major disaster such as floods, 
earthquakes, etc. In 1974, the 
Emergency Job and Unem­ 
ployment Assistance Act was 
passed which allowed workers 
who are not covered under the

STRESS TESTING AND 
HOLTER MONITOR ' 
Heart disease continues to be 
the number one killer in our 
country; 
therefore,

government as well as medical 
communities continue to stress 
the 
importance 
of 
early 
diagnosis of heart disease 
With this in mind, the hospital 
set up a Stress Testing Lab two 
years ago to better diagnose 
heart problems. 
The 
response 
from 
the 
community to use of this facility 
has been overwhelming. Many, 
many individuals who have been 
tested by this equipment have 
left with a new sense of security 
and a feeling of well-being. 
For those few individuals who 
have had positive tests, the true 
value of the Stress Testing 
Laboratory has been realized. 
Some of the positive tests have 
resulted in corrective surgical 
procedures which have returned 
citizens to an active, normal life. 
For these people, the value of 
this stress testing equipment is 
limitless. 
A second phase of diagnostic 
testing has been added to the 
Stress Test Laboratory. 
We 
have recently received delivery 


of a Hotter Monitor which will 
allow a patient to have his heart 
monitored for a period of 24 
hours and the monitoring 
recorded on a magnetic tape. 
This is a continuous monitoring 
period after which the magnetic 
tape can be screened for any 
occurences in heart activity that 
deviate from the normal. It is 
felt that this second phase of our 
testing laboratory will add a

HOSPITAL COSTS 
One of the greatest problems 
facing the country today is the 
ever 
increasing costs 
for 
medical services. There have 
been many reasons given by 
many people for the ever tq>- 
ward surge of hospital and 
medical costs but the answer is 
not that difficult to find. 
Economy-The 
hospital 
is 
geared to economy the same as 
costs at home are geared to 
economy. The hospital buys food 
and almost identical supplies 
that are purchased by every 
family The cost of living, which 
includes all of the necessities of 
life, is continuing to increase 
daily The hospital experiences 
the same increase when it 
purchases items to be used. It is 
safe to say, therefore, that one 
big reason for continuing in­ 
creased costs at hospitals is the 
inflationary trend of our society 
Labor Costs-Just as most 
salaries that are represented by 
the citizens of this community 
have increased, so has a 
demand been placed on the 
hospital for increased salaries 
for its employes. The hospital is 
staffed by 435 people from 
throughout the community

CAPE GIRARDEAU— About

University it seems that a major 
construction project is finished 
In 1968 it was the expansion of 
Kent Library and in 1971 it was 
the 12 5 million Scully Education 
and Psychology Building. 
In late 1975 it was the 100,000 
sq u a r e - fo o t, 
fo ur -lev e l 
University Center, which had 
been in the construction stage 
for about two years and which 
cost approximately $4 million. 
While it was the biggest, the 
University Center was not the 
only construction project at 
Southeast Missouri State which 
could be classified as "major" 
during 1975. An addition to 
Brandt Music Hall was also 
completed as was another phase 
of an 
ongoing 
program to 
renovate Academic Hall, a 1906 
building which is a prominent 
landmark in Southeast Missouri. 
Between $75,000 to $100,000 
more is needed to complete the 
renovation of Academic Hall. 
But, according to Dr. Bill 
Stacy, who for the past several 
years has been closely involved 
with formulating the univer­ 
sity's 
capital 
improvements 
request, the is not the univer­ 
sity's most pressing need. 
Dr. Stacy says the "most 
critical need" is to construct an 
addition to Serena Industrial 
and 
Technical 
Education 
Building. 
That 
building, 
renamed last year for the eighth 
president of the institution, Dr. 
Joseph A. Serena, is overflowing 
with students-so much so that 
part 
of 
the 
industrial and 
technical education department, 
along with the office of buildings 
and grounds, was moved during 
the 
C hristm as 
break 
to 
Memorial Hall. 
Memorial Hall served as the 
university's student union until 
the opening of the University 
Center last fall. 
Plans for the needed addition 
were drawn up in early 1975. 
They call for the addition of a 
third floor to the newest part of 
the building, the east wing, plus 
construction 
of a 
matching 
three-story wing on the west 
side. Estimated cost is $605,000. 
Dr. Stacy ranks the com­ 
pletion of the renovation of 
Academic Hall as the second 
greatest capital improvement 
need on the campus. 
Also high on the list 
is 
renovation of Memorial Hall 
into either a student services 
building 
or 
an 
academ ic 
building and construction of a 
new general services building. 
This would serve as a central 
receiving and shipping center 
and as a warehouse facility. The 
university now has neither. 
Funds for these four projects 
and more-$2,501,054 in all--were 
included in Southeast Missouri 
State’s budget request for fiscal 
1977, which begins July 1 of this 
year. 
But 
it appears the 
university will get no money for 
the four priority projects and 
very little for anything else. 
The Coordinating Board for 
Higher 
Education 
recom ­ 
mended 
that 
the 
university 
receive funds for the addition to 
the industrial and technical 
education building along with 
$300,000 
for 
m iscellaneous 
physical plant improvements 
and 
$120,000 
for 
a 
central 
automated control system. But 
Gov. 
Christopher S. 
Bond 
shaved 
the 
CBHE’s capital 
improvements recommendation 
for Southeast Missouri State to 
$100,000, the lowest of any of 
Missouri’s regional universities. 
The funds are not designated, 
and the university can use what 
it gets from the legislature for 
any projects in the capital 
improvements 
area. 
“That 
money will be used for things 
like light bulbs and broken 
windows,” Dr. Stacy said. “We 
won’t even be able to maintain 
the status quo." 
Southeast Missouri State 
(dans to appeal to the legislature 
for a greater share of available 
monies, but Dr. Stacy concedes 
there is little likelihood of much 
success. 
If funds should be received for 
the continued renovation of 
Academic Hall, some money, 
according to Dr. Stacy, would be 
used to construct interior walls 
to provide for better space 
utilization 
and 
for 
floor 
coverings. However, a big chunk 
of it would go for modern 
lighting in the auditorium. “It is 
the biggest auditorium on the 
campus,” said Dr. Stacy, “but it 
does not have stage lighting to 
allow adequate use of it." The 
auditorium seats about 1,250. 
Some improvements in the 
auditorium were accomplished 
last summer and during the 
1974-75 school year.

Dr. Stacy explained that the 
boiler rehabilitation, is needed

Utilities Co If Missouri Utilities 
should 
experience 
a 
major 
failure, he said, the university 
does not at the present time 
have the ability to independently 
get its generators going again to 
provide the campus with power 
The former Campus School 
Building is presently the home 
of the university’s Air Force 
ROTC detachment and the home 
economics department’s Child 
Study Center. In addition, some 
classes in art and history are 
taught there. 
During his final year as 
president. Dr Mark F. Scully 
expressed 
hope 
that 
the 
university, the City of Cape 
Girardeau, and the State of 
Missouri might cooperate in 
constituting such a physical 
education complex with each 
participant paying a third of the 
cost. A committee to look into 
this possibility was established, 
and a number of meetings held. 
The 
new 
president 
of 
Southeast Missouri State, Dr. 
Robert Leestamper has con­ 
tinued to explore the idea of a 
joint venture with city officials 
But, according to Dr. Stacy, “It 
does not appear that there is 
coir »unity support at this time, 
and it is not likely that the 
university can get an assistance 
from the city in financing."

No m atter which way the 
board decides to go, financing 
will be handled by local funds 
which are now invested These 
would be repaid by rent paid by 
students for the apartments and. 
if the regents decide on the 
Marquette or Fountain Plaza 
alternatives, from rental fees 
paid by commercial establish­ 
ments on the ground floor of 
each of the buildings 
Another capital improvement 
which might come about in 1976 
is installation of a solar heating 
system

NEW MADRID— A wide range of health 
services was provided in 1975 by the New 
Madrid County Health Cento* to both 
children and adults according to an annual 
report of activities released by William S. 
Dillon, Health Center administrator. 
During 23 immunization clinics conducted 
by the Health Center nurses, a total of 6,606 
immunizations were administered in 1975. 
Of the total immunizations, 1,666 were for 
polio; 1,122 for tetanus; 268 for measles, 
mumps and rubella; 348 for mealses and 
rubella; 1,122 for diptheria; 1,122 for per­ 
tussis; and 857 for adult diptheria and 
tetanus. 
The nursing staff composed of Mrs. Rita 
Smith, Mrs. Frances Ponder and Mrs. Alta 
Rader, conducted two toothbrushing clinks, 
six blood pressure clinics, two chest clinics, 
16 school clinics and nine Head Start clinks. 
Three hundred children were screened for 
sickle cell anemia. 
Twenty-four family planning clinics held 
at the health center were attended by 373 
persons, including 147 new patients. Ser­ 
vices indude prescription of 142 intra­ 
uterine contraceptive devices and 169 oral 
contraceptives and administration of 312 
pap smears and 226 follow-ups. 
The nurses conducted eight women, in­ 
fants and children programs ; and 47 well- 
baby clinics involving 289 new patients and 
686 return patients. 
The center handled 504 office visits for 
diseases and causes. Cases included 38 
tuberculosis; 149 chronic diseases; 45 


venereal disease; 22 cancer; 84 mental 
health; seven maternal and child health; 
eight heart; 125 family planning; 35 cir­ 
culatory 
diseases; 
20 
communkabie 
diseases; five diabetes and 11 stroke 
patients. 
Of 407 home visits made by the nurses, 119 
chronk cases were involved phis 35 
tuberculosis, three communkabie disease, 
five diabetes, 18 mental health, three 
venereal disease, 16 maternal and child 
health, 29 stroke, 60 circulatory, 75 cancer 
and 12 family planning. 
The center furnished tine tests for 
students in grades one through eight in all 
schools in the county. 
Three programs on hypertension and 
breast cancer were conducted by the 
nurses, who also taught one multimedia 
first aid course and one advanced first aid 
course that qualified 20 persons to receive 
certificates. 
The nursing staff partkipated in a chest 
clinic at Sikeston as part of the center’s 
tuberculosis work and attended all district 
staff meetings. 
The Home Health Agency that operates 
out of the Health Center, at no expense to 
the county, made 2,080 licensed practical 
nurse visits in the county in 1975. 
The cent«* also accomodates a speech 
therapy program that began in June 1974, 
and is funded by the Missouri Division of 
Health.

Fifty 
of those are "leased” housing, which are 
owned by e private company and leased 
by the Housing Authority to be subleased 
to eligible tenants. The remaining 990 
units are under public ownership. 


Coocord Homes of S t Louis con­ 
structed the last 50 units. 
Work on the city’s downtown 
renovation project began in July 1975 
with removal of ok! sidewafts and 


replacement of 1,700 feet of existing 
sidewalks along either side of Main 
Street. 
Con wan Construction Co. of Sikeston, 
the only bidder on the project, which also 
included installation of canopies along 
storefronts on both sides of Main Street 
was awarded the contract in June. Their 
bid was in the amount of $3 97,89 1.50 and 
work ia scheduled to be completed this 
month. 
Many improvements to the city came 
through the Community Development 
Prograun, 
under 
which Charleston 
received $999,000 in March. Parish said 
the dty has applied for $9 85,000 for the 
coming year’s programs. 
Programs in the 1975 project included 
improvements to sanitary sewers and 
storm sewers, a feasibility study on 
construction of a new swimming pool or 
the rehabilitation of the existing dty 
pool, acquisition of the Mark Twain 
School site and its development as a city 
park, improvements to the Lincoln 
School site park and other city parks and 
a housing assistance plans under which 
ten substandard structures were 
acquired for demolition and housing 
improvement loans for privately-owned 
dwelttnp. 
Parish said 41 applications for housing 
improvement loans are now being 
processed. 
Bids were taken Feb. 4 for storm 


drainage improvements includtag the 
construction of lift stations at the east 
and south Interstate 57 interchanges. 
Contracts for improvements at the 
Mark Twain site and Lincoln School site 
parks are to be let before the 1975 
programs ends March 1. Improvement 
plans indude construction of a covered 
shelter at the West End Park and two 
shelters for the Lincoln Park. In addition 
the West Edn Park will have two new 
tennis courts and a baseball field will be 
added at the Lincoln complex. Five 
thousand feet of chain link fence for use 
in aD the city parks will be included as 
part of the planned park improvement 
which are to be let out for bids. 
Now underway is the State Highway 
Department’s 99 3 0,06 3 .94 project of 
widening Highway 6 2 to four lanes. West 
Marshall Street from the west city limits 
and one Mock of East Marshall Street is 
included in the plans. M issouri 
Petroleum Products Co. of S t Louis was 
awarded the contrad in December. 
City Manager Willis Downs said the 
city’s flood damage repair, for which the 
city received $71,000 in federal funds 
over a two year period, was completed 
this year. 


New construction during 1975 totaled 
more than $2 million, with 119 building 
permits sold, two for construction of 
commercial buildings and 94 far new 


homes.

constructed to bouse the medical offices 
of Dr. Robert Robbins and an adjoining 
pharmacy owned by Joe O’Neal and 
Winston Howard. Also constructed was 
the Slate *N* Pencil Stationery store of 
the Enterprise-Courier Newspaper.

Hanna noted that there is also a pending 
application by the New Hope Development 
Co. to build 40 units of housing for the 
elderly for the Sikeston Housing Authority. 
During the past year, 194 families moved 
in and out of the dwellings available through

Authority 
All 
available dwellings are currently filled. 
Reasons for moving were listed as moved 
without notice, 25; obtained other rentals, 
14; purchased homes, five; lease violations, 
five; left city, 23; marriages, five; family 
breakup, three; deaths, seven; entered 
nursing 
homes, 
three; 
entered state 
hospital, one; and non-payment, two. 
As of Dec. 31,1975, the total population of 
the dwellings was 887. This included 70 pre­ 
school children; 342 school age children; 174 
senior citizens, 27 disabled persons, 43 war 
time veterans, and 114 were employed 
persons. The income range per annum on 
the rental is $1,125.00 to $9,591.40 with an 
average annual income of a family at 
$3,470.77. The rental costs ranged from $18 


to $145 including utilities, with an average 
monthly rent of $53. 
In the homebuyers program, the average 
annual income is $5,833.01 with incomes 
ranging from $3,259.20 to $10,310. The 
monthly payments range from $46 to $159 
without utilities. The average monthly 
house payment in the program is $71. 
Hanna is employed by the board of 
commissioners of the authority to be 
responsible for the operation and ad­ 
ministration of the program. His staff 
consists of Sharon Fry, secretary- 
bookkeeper; 
Carol Brewer, secretary; 
Connie Johnson, cashier; Stanley Hall, 
REHAB officer; Carolyn Hazel, secretary; 
Charles Scudder, maintenance superin­ 
tendent; Marion Ryan, John Tharp and 
Bobby Denning, maintenance men. The 
present board of commissioners is made up 
of Charles M. Mitchell, chairman; J.M. 
Law, vice chairman; and James H. Bucher, 
Richard James and Kenneth L. Dement, 
commissioners. Accounting for the housing 
authority is done by the firm of James V. 
Stallings and Co., Certified Public 
Accountants of Sikeston. Legal counsel is 
Dwight Crader. 
The authority was formed with a 
resolution passed by the Sikeston City 
Council on Dec. 2, 1957. The first 150 units 
were completed during 1960 and an ad­ 
ditional 175 imits have been added since that 
time. 


Because of all the local leadership, the 
authority in no way can be construed as a 
federal agency. 


One of the most misunderstood aspects of 
low-income housing is its financing of 
construction. Through the annual con­ 
tribution contract with the Sikeston Housing 
Authority, 
the 
federal 
government 
guarantees the retirement of bonds an­ 
nually by the housing authority for a period 
of 40 years. All funds for construction that 
are provided by the federal government are 
loans, not gifts, and mutf be repaid from the 
sale of bonds. When construction of a 
project is completed, bonds are sold by the 
Housing Authority to the general public. 
Those bonds are guaranteed by the federal 
government. Bonds are sold in sufficient 
quantity to pay back all funds advanced, 
plus interest to the federal government 
They are not an indebtedness to the city of 
Sikeston. 


Even though the Mate laws exempt low- 
income housing from local taxes, Sikeston’s 
Housing 
Authority 
makes 
a 
regular 
payment in lieu of taxes of 10 per cent of the 
shelter rent collected. The payment to all 
taxing bodies of Sikeston for 1975 will 
amount to several times the amount 
received in taxes on the same property 
prior 
to acquisition by 
the housing 
authority. The accountant does not have 
year end figures completed at press time.

The basic framework of 
DAEOC’s organization consists

DAEOC's General Education 
Development (GED) courses 
provide 
low-income persons 
with classroom instruction in 
preparation for the state high

examination. These classes are 
conducted throughout the six- 
county area and give adults an 
opportunity to earn their high 
school diploma at night. A total 
of 18 GED classes were spon­ 
sored by DAEOC during 1975. Of 
the 360 persons enrolled in these 
classes, 120 took the state GED 
examination and 00 passed the 
test and received a high school 
equivalency diploma. Twenty- 
five persons attained an nth 
grade level through the classes; 
eight persons attained a 10th 
grade level; and nine were 
recognized at the 9th grade 
level. 
DAEOC’s 
pre-employment 
training prepares enrollees for 
jobs that are known to be 
available within the Bootheel 
area. Pre-employment classes 
expose participants to a variety 
of work experiences and a 
variety of marketable skills. 
The DAEOC pre-employment 
classes had a total 1975 
enrollment of 204 persona, with 
104 persona completing their 
training. Seventy trainees are 
involved in ongoing classes. 


Housing Services 
DAEOC’s Housing Services 
program is designed to assist 
low-income families in ob­ 
taining low-rate federally in­ 
sured loans for land develop­ 
ment, 
construction, 
and 
rehabilitation of homes. The 
program directly assists par­ 
ticipants by making no-interest 
loans for purchase of lots, 
closing costs, down payments 
and 
other 
housing-related 
charges. 
As a result of the rising 
awareness of the need for fuel 
conservation 
in 1975, the 
Community 
Services 
Administration placed an in­ 
creased emphasis on a program 
known as “winterizing.” Win­ 
terizing means repair and in­ 
sulation of homes to maximize 
fuel economy, and the program 
primarily involves insulation of 
living areas, installation of 
storm 
windows and doors, 
weather 
stripping, 
and 
replacement of missing window 
glass in the homes of the area’s 
low-income persons. DAEOC 
received a grant for this 
program in 1975, and actual 
repair and winterization of area 
low-income homes will begin in 
die near future. This program is 
administered by the Housing 
Services department. 
Thirty new homes were 
completed with assistance 
through DAEOC’s housing 
program in 1975, with 33 families 
purchasing already 
existing 
homes with the help of the 
housing program. A total of SO 
new home loans were processed 
throughout the year. One mobile 
home loan and 114 rehabilitation 
loans received approval. The 
program assisted a total of 131 
persons with direct loans for 
purchase 
of 
lots,

payments, dosing coats, and 
home rehabilitations.

DAEOC now administers the 
Delta Area Head Start Program 
which 
provides

prehensive educational, health 
and nutritional service for pre­ 
school children in the six-county 
area During the past year 1,303 
children were enrolled in the 
Head Start Program. 
Twenty-two 
Head 
Start 
Centers located throughout the 
Bootheel 
area 
serve 
as 
classrooms, 
nutritional 
and 
recreational facilities for the 
Head Start Program. During the 
summer months of 1975, all 
centers were painted and 
renovated as needed. The 
Southland Head Start Center 
was completely renovated, and 
a new kitchen was added to the 
Holcomb Cent«*. Labor for 
painting and renovation was 
furnished by 20 workers undo* 
the Summer Youth work ex­ 
perience program at no cost to 
the Head Start Program. The 
North Pemiscot Center was 
moved from Hodges School to 
the Pascola School this past 
year, and a new bus was pur­ 
chased for the Holcomb Center. 
Services provided through the 
Head Start program in 1975 
included medical and dental 
examinations for all children 
enrolled in the program as well 
as sickle cell anemia testing and 
all inoculations. Medical and 
dental follow-ups will continue 
until May 1976. 
In July 1975, the Head Start 
Program 
received a sup­ 
plementary federal grant of 
$132,458. This grant included 
$97,457 to be used for cost of 
living increases in the salaries 
of Head Start personnel and to 
upgrade 
the 
performance 
standards of the program itself. 
These funds were provided 
partially as a result of increased 
costs of supplies, transportation, 
space rental and utilities which 
had been incurred by Head Start 
Programs in recent years. 
The additional $35,001 in grant 
funds was used to finance a new 
handicapped program which 
provides screening, assessment 
and professional diagnosis of 
handicapped children and later 
provides 
therapy, 
including 
counseling and involvement of 
the parents. A total of 163 
children enrolled in Head Start 
were found to have han­ 
dicapping conditions such as 
visual impairment or deafness. 
An additional 211 children were 
found to be anemic. The Delta 
Area Head Start Program has 
been selected as one of 30 Head 
Start Programs throughout the 
nation to be a data collection 
source for the national han­ 
dicapped program. 
Financial assistance in the 
amount of $73,000 was secured 
from the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture under the Special

Various commodities and food

In the area of staff training, 24 
Head Start employes acquiired

A 
total of 34 in-service training 
sessions were held by com­ 
ponents and staff during the 
year.

Curricular Changes

revised reading program and 
teaching plan. Teachers and 
administrators, 
after

study and search to find a 
reading program to meet the 
wide range of needs of children 
and young people in the 
development 
of 
sound, 
systematic sequential reading 
skills and values, adopted the 
new Rand 
McNally Young 
American reading series and a 
modified Joplin reading plan. 
Every pupil in grades two 
through six is assigned for 
reading 
class 
only to 
a 
homogeneous 
group on his 
reading level on the basis of Ms 
achievement in the Stanford 
Achievement tests, the basal 
reader placement tests, and on 
the recommendation of his 
previous teachers The range of 
reading levels within a par­ 
ticular school site will vary 
depending upon the grades 
housed there; however, these 
classes districtwide will en­ 
compass 15 levels in grades one 
through eight. 
For a minimum of one hour 
simultaneously each day the 
time of these classes is devoted 
to the study of reading skills, as 
outlined in the Rand McNally 
Young American reading series. 
In the primary grades this block 
of time is substantially longer. 
This material, while new to our 
students, has a strong pupil 
appeal. This teaching of reading 
skills is supplemented in the 
home 
room s 
with library 
periods and other reading for 
pleasure and information. Those 
children 
needing 
g reater 
assistance 
attend 
special 
remedial reading classes with 
state 
certificated 
reading 
specialists who plan special 
programs geared to meet each 
child’s specific needs. 
The 
teachers 
and

ministration feel that one of the 
most important advantages of 
this reading plan is that every 
child can experience success in 
his 
reading 
because he 
is 
reading at a 
level he un­ 
derstands. 
Both

and teacher planning can be cut 
to only one class preparation, 
thus enabling her to expand an 
enrich her instruction.

each mini course, the urgency to 
cover the subject matter keeps 
the course moving along rather 
rapidly, exposing students to 
new material during the school 
year In addition, industrial arts 
has been added to the Parma 
school curriculum this year. 
The 
Vocational-Technical 
Skills Center, which serves 
students from all of the district 
units and East Prairie and 
Risco, developed a new program 
involving advanced science and 
mathematics 
instruction 
for 
seniors. The program, called 
"Inter-Disciplinary Educational 
Activities 
for 
Seniors" 
(IDEAS), 
contains only 
15 
students, each in the upper 
portion of die class. One-third of 
the class study time is devoted 
to computer science, a course 
that 
involves 
actual 
programming and operation of 
the IBM Svstems-3 computer in 
the vocational center. In ad­ 
dition, one-sixth of the available 
time is devoted to advanced 
chemistry. The remaining class 
time is composed of individual 
and 
group 
projects 
and 
recreation. Some of die students 
are delving into units of 
botanical, 
biological, 
and 
chemical studies, others in 
economics, 
some 
in 
photography, and others in mass 
communications. Like all of the 
other courses at the vocational 
center, the class meets daily for 
one-half day. It is the only 
program of its kind operating in 
Southeast Missouri, and one of 
only three or four in the state. 
Another program which is 
receiving considerable attention 
is the migratory vocational 
exploration program, which is 
funded 
entirely 
by 
the 
Migratory Section of the State 
Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education and is 
adm inistered by Southeast 
Missouri University at Cape 
Girardeau. In this program boys 
and girls are afforded an op­ 
portunity to explore eight 
vocational areas, spending 10 
hours 
learning 
career 
im­ 
plications of the particular area. 
The rationale for this program is 
to whet the interest of these 
students to stay in school and 
pursue a career choice that is in 
keeping with their particular 
interest and ability. 


For educationally deprived 
children in the district, a Title 
One 
project 
was 
initiated. 
Nearly 
1,000 
children 
par­ 
ticipate in at least one of the 
various Title One programs. 
Title One is instrumental in 
providing 
remedial 
reading 
services to 530 children under 10 
teachers 
and 
10 
teacher 
assistants. Each group receives 
30 minutes or more of remedial 
instruction daily. The students 
are placed in their respective 
areas by a diagnostic approach 
to identify the specific needs of 
each student. 


Other Title One programs are 
extended 
day 
kindergarten, 
rem edial 
language 
arts, 
remedial math (grades four 
through eight), and basic skills 
in grades one and two 
A school psychologist is also 
employed in the district to 
provide 
a 
more 
effective 
program in offering special 


services 
for 
students. 
The 
psychologist meets regularly 
with parents, 
teachers, 
ad­ 
ministrators, social workers and 
counselors. The services are 
available to all students and 
parents in the district. 
An equal educational op­ 
portunity for all children is now 
available for students in the 
district 
through 
special 
education. A 65 member staff, 
including psychologists, special 
teachers, 
trained therapists, 
and teacher aides, provides 
programs in educable mentally 
retarded, blind and partially 
sighted, learning disabilities, 
behavioral disorders, speech, 
and the gifted. Also, when 
possible, handicapped students 
are enrolled in regular classes 
and are provided supportive

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District 10 reports 
Area highway construction continues 


Construction projects com­ 
pleted during 1975 on roadways 
within District 10 of the Missouri 
State Highway cost a total of 
$14,132.791 allocated over 82.7 
miles. 
Resurfacing projects totaled 
$758,437 during the year and 
covered 66.9 miles of highway. 
Projects under contract but not 
finished by the end of the year 
included 40.4 miles of im­ 
provements at a total contract 
amount dF$4,198,693. 
District 10 is responsible for 
about 3,300 miles of highways 
located with 12 counties of 
Southeast Missouri. These state 
highways 
are 
generally 
classified 
into 
interstate, 
primary, 
urban and sup­ 
plementary systems. Counties 
included in the district are 
Pemiscot, 
Dunklin, 
New 
Madrid, Mississippi, Stoddard, 
Scott, 
Cape 
Girardeau, 
Bollinger, 
Madison, 
Wayne, 
Ripley and Butler. 
Many major improvements to 
Missouri's highways are now 
divided into two stages, district 
officials noted in preparing the 
progress report A contract for 
the first stage involves the in­ 
stallation of drainage struc­ 
tures. building the roadbed to 
grade and providing erosion 
control. The contract for the 
second stage, which is let near 
the time of completion for the 
first, is for paving the roadbed 
and other work necessary to 
complete the facility. 
By this division, a contractor 
can bid more accurately due to a 
shorter period of time necessary 
to complete the contract which 
diminishes the influence of 
inflation. The net result provides 
more contracts on which 
companies may bid and affords 
the highway department more 
flexibility in its commitment of 
funds. 
A summary of improvements 
made within various systems 
and departments of the district 
follows. 
Interstate System 
Progress is quite apparent on 
that portion of the interstate 
highway system located in 
Southeast Missouri. 
Although opened to traffic in 
1974, the contract dosing the 
last gap in Interstate 55 in 
Missouri was not completely 
fulfilled until 1975. 
Contracts for two projects on 
Interstate 57, extending from 
the completed interchange at 
Charleston northeast to the 
Mississippi River were awarded 
in 1975. The work consists of 
fencing 
the 
right-of-way, 
building 
bridges, 
and 
con­ 
structing the roadbed to the 
planned grade. Construction on 
the Mississippi River bridge is 
progressing with 50 per cent of 
the steel superstructure now in 
place. The Illinois Department 
of Transportation is supervising 
construction of this bridge with 
Missouri and Illinois sharing 
equally in the cost. A contract to 
paid the bridge and place the 
concrete deck is planned for 
1976. Contracts to pave 1-57 from 
Charleston to the River will be 
scheduled for completion to 
coincide with completion of the 
bridge.

Southeast Missouri to Dyer- 
sburg, Term., across the only 
bridge spanning the Mississippi 
River from Cairo to Memphis is 
nearer completion.

Grading projects to finish the 
roadbed from 1-55 at Hayti to the 
river are over 90 per cent 
complete.

Primary System 
Hie primary system com­ 
prises the principal connecting 
highways in District 10. This 
system of highways is con­ 
siderably older than the in­ 
terstate system which results in 
certain segments being unable 
to satisfactorily handle the 
traffic of today. Increasing 
traffic volumes, deterioration of 
roadways, and today’s higher 
standards are contributed to the 
Missouri Highway Depart­ 
ment’s program of upgrading 
this 
highway 
system. 
Improvements to several of 
these routes were completed in 
1975 while other projects are still 


under construction. 
Two projects improving High­ 
way 34 in the Lutesville-Marble 
Hill area were under contract in 
1975. One project which included 
a new bridge over Crooked 
Creek was completed.

(AP) — Contaminated yarn, laced with 
poaaibly deadly anthrax spores, has been found in Springfield and St. 
Louis over the past several weeks, state health officials verified 
Thursday 
The spores, believed to be fatal if left untreated, are interlaced in 
yarn used to make home weaving!, such as wall hangings 
Dr. William Ratthel, director ot the state Consumer Products 
Safety Commission, said Missouri is working with federal 
authorities in recovering the suspect yarn. 
Craft shops in St. Louis and St Charles, Southeast Missouri State 
University and 9pringf!eld received supplies of the Pakistani yarn, 
Raithel said. 
About 1,500 pounds have been distributed throughout the country 
by two national importers 
The anthrax spores are believed to be the cause of the death of a 
California weaver 
The last reported anthrax fatality in Missouri occurred 20 years 
ago. 
Raithel said those persons who think they might have some of the 
yarn should contact their local health department instead of trying 
to destroy it themselves 
The yarn infeated with the spores is made of coarse goat and 
camel hair

Jimmie Trammell ha* been 
sitting on the bench for a little 
over a year now, and seems 
proud of his record 


He pointed out recently that 55 
per cent 
more case* 
were 
hanftled by the court during 1975 
than in 1974, that 700 more case* 
had been filed than in the 
previous year, and that there 
was a larger percentage of 
dispositions 
In 1974 the court handled 1,211 
cases and in 1975 it handled 
1.889. he said 


Judge Trammell credits not 
having a backlog of cases like 
many other courts do, to a 
number of reasons ‘ We permit 
mailing in of routine traffic 
violations," he noted He added 
that it has always been allowed, 
but that he prepared a pad of 
instructions for each trooper to 
give to a violator along with the 
ticket 
The sheet of instructions tells 


how the violator can stay out of 
court "It help* keep a lot of 
people from losing a day of work 
for what would be a small fine 
anyway," he said 
Trammell also gives credit to 
Prosecuting 
Attorney 
Philip 
Ayens, who took office Jan 1 
along with Trammell 
"He s 
doing a good job." Trammell 
said 
Another 
policy 
change 
initiated in the past year was 
allowing 
persons 
failing 
to 
appear 
on 
minor 
traffic 
violations to mail in the fine 
before a warrant is issued for 
their 
arrest 
Previously, 
a 
warrant was issued as soon as 
the defendant failed to appear 
‘‘We've 
received

the letters," 
Trammell said. 


Unlike many other courts, 
“we can get a preliminary 
hearing with two weeks 
if 
necessary," he said, adding that 
mast continuances are granted 
at the request of defense at­ 


torneys 
"A lot of magistrate courts 
don't 
have 
supervised 
probation," 
Trammell 
con­ 
tinued. "we are lucky in that we 
have very good supervision " In 
this program paid professionals 
make reports to the court on 
progress made by individuals If 
it is found they have committed 
an illegal act, 
probation is 
revoked and the violator is sent 
to jail. 
He observed that during the 
first part of 1975 there was an 
increase in burglaries, but that 
it lessened toward the last of the 
year. 
As for punishment. Trammell 
said that on serious matters he 
usually asks the prosecuting 
attorney for a recommednation 
and follows it. 
He said that on norvstealing 
offenses, such as possession of 
less than 35 grams of marijuana, 
the violator is usually placed on 
supervised probation, but that 
nearly all cases involving theft 
result in jail sentences
